RATION REMINDER: 

GASOLINE — "A" Book Coupons No. 6, good for four gal- 
lons each, outside the Eastern shortage area. Within the East 
coast shortage area, "A" Book Coupons No. 5, good for three 
gallons each; must last through July 21. "B" and "C" coupons 
cut to 2J/ 2 gallons in shortage area. 

SUGAR — Coupon No. 13 good for 5 lbs. through August 
15 Coupons No. 15 and .16 are good through October 31 for 
5 lbs. each for home canning purposes. Housewives may apply 
to their local ration boards for more if necessary. 

COFFEE — Stamp No. 24 (1 lb.) is good through June 30. 
Stamp 21 becomes valid for one pound July 1 and expires July 
21. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons valid in all zones until Sep- 
tember 30. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 (1 pair) is valid through Oc- 
tober 31. 

MEATS, ETC.— Red Stamps J, K, L, M, N, expire June 
30. Red Stamp P became valid June 27 and Q becomes valid 
July 4. 

PROCESSED FOODS— Blue Stamps K, L, M continue 
good through July 7. Blue Stamps N, P, and Q will be valid 
from July 1 to August 7, inclusive. 

WHAT TO WRITE SOLDIERS: 

"The soldier wants the intimate details* of life back home," 
says Chaplain (Major) Alvie L. McKnight of Cleveland, Missis- 
sippi, who has just returned to the U. S. after five months of 
duty on Guadalcanal. "That the girl, two doors down has 
taken a war plant job, or that the couple across the street have 
had a baby may make your letter read like a personal column 
in a small-town weekly newspaper, but that's what he wants. 
By all means, don't tell the soldier about your troubles. He has 
enough of his own. Domestic troubles affect the morale of the 
soldier at the front more than anything else. Something to live 
for and go back to is what keeps a soldier going. It is what 
gives a man fight. Home life is everything to the man at the 
front." 

AVERAGE INCOME UP, BUT—: 

In July, 1940, the average American had an income of 
about $47.92. Military expenditures in that month amounted to 
approximately $1.50 per person. In April of this year, income 
per capita was 1.8 times what is was in the middle of 1940 — 
$85.03, but if the average American had been asked to pay 
April's war expenses on the spot, they would have taken $53.52 
of his new $85.03 income. 

$1.00 APIECE FOR POOR TIRES: 

One dollar apiece is the maximum price that OPA has set 
, for low-quality used passenger car tires which now are permit- 
' ted for the first time. Maximum additions to this price are pro- 
vided when tires are given emergency repairs before being sold. 

JAP PRISONERS DIE: 

'More than 300 UV S.' war casualties" are The' result "of uri- 
healthful conditions in Japanese prison camps, according to mes- 
sages received through the International Red Cross from Japan. 
Disease is stated in each case as the cause of death. Malaria, 
diphtheria, dysentery, and pneumonia are the major causes and 
some cases of beri-beri are reported. 

AVOID FUEL SHORTAGES: 

Fuel shortages can be avoided, says a recent OWI report, 
only if — 

(l) Large consumers of fuel oil, those using more than 
10,000 gallons a year, convert their oil burners 1o 
coal burners now. 

Both home and industrial users of bituminous coal 
order supplies now. 

Householders place orders for insulation, weather 
stripping, storm windows, etc., immediately. 

SOLDIERS' DEPENDENTS GET CHECKS: 

Family allowances and voluntary allotments-of-pay are 
now in force for about four and a half million dependents, the 
War Department has announced. More than 20 million family 
allowance and allotment-of-pay checks have been mailed to the 
wives, children, and other dependent relatives of army men in 
one year. 

BABY CARRIAGE QUOTA DECREASED: 

Baby carriages to be made in the current quarter have been 

.decreased to 289,369, compared to the original schedule of 

317,777. However, strollers, walkers, and sulkies have been 

increased from 163,500 to 233,500. The demand for baby 

carriages in 1943 is expected to be 900,000. 

PROSECUTE GAS RATION VIOLATORS: 

Criminal prosecutions for violation of gasoline rationing 
regulations instituted by OPA through April 30, 1943, totaled 
509. Ninety-three cases involved operators of gasoline stations. 
The remaining 416 were actions against individuals ranging from 
private automobile owners and filling station attendants to crim- 
inal "rings" engaged in systematic theft and sale of stolen gaso- 
line ration books and coupons. 

LOANS INSURED BY FHA: 

More than $6,800,000,000 in loans by private lending in- 
stitutions financing the construction, purchase, or repair of ap- 
proximately 5,400,000 homes, have been insured by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration since its establishment on June 27, 
1934, it was announced as the FHA marked its ninth annivers- 
ary. About one-half of the loans have been insured since the 
start of the war production program in the summer of 1940. 

CIGARETTE BRANDS TO STAY: 

Any rumors that OPA plans to reduce or eliminate cigar- 
ette brands or brand names, or to provide for only one cigar- 
ette, "are absolutely baseless," Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown declared recently. 

WAR PLANTS VALUED:

Fuel Oil Coupons 
Now Being Mailed 

The Ardtnore War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board announced that they 
are mailing fuel oil coupons for 
next season's heating and hot water 
.requirements. They urge all indi- 
viduals to return promptly the ap- 
plications which were mailed last 
week. 

Chairman Henry M. Harman 
pointed out that this year's cou- 
pons are much simpler to handle 
than those used last year. The 
average householder will receive 
considerably fewer coupons, but 
each coupon has a greater value 
than last year's. He pointed out 
that the type of coupon received 
by most individuals will be worth 
five units, rather than one unit, as 
was the case last year. In comput- 
ing the rations, a unit was assumed 
to be 10 gallons, which has been set 
by Washington as the value for the 
entire first period. The value of 
the units in the other periods will 
be announced later. There are also 
on each coupon sheet 200 gallons 
of change coupons, and from one 
to six 50-gallon inventory coupons, 
any of which may be used at any 
time during the entire heating sea- 
son. In order to take advantage of 
the storage facilities of individual 
tanks, it is recommended that 
everybody fill their tanks as soon 
as possible after receiving their 
coupons. 

The Board states that they will 
complete the mailing of all coupons 
for which application have been 
received, before July 10.

Hopper, Safety Director of the 
Montgomery County Manufactur- 
ers Association reported that a 
number of Nutrition meetings were 
held in the county in connection 
with their Safety Campaign. He 
said 24 county industries are par- 
ticipating and that under their plan 
5,854 employes were receiving 
monthly nutrition material free of 
cost. The group is now establish- 
ing "Nutrition to Win the War" 
Clubs — one meeting a month for 
four months — in this project, 44 
campanics aro represented with 
18,000 employes participating. 

Miss Helen Cole Carter, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the County Tu- 
berculosis and Public Health So- 
ciety reported tho distribution of 
pamphlets on "Nutrition to Public 
pamphlets on "Nutrition," to Pub- 
lic Health Nurses, Welfare Work- 
ers, Teachers and 223 families in 
Norristown.

All of the Protestant churches of Narberth, in- 
cluding All Saints Episcopal Church, are sponsoring a Union 
Service at 7.30 P. M., on July 4, a memorable day in the history 
of our Nation in its struggle for freedom. 

This will be a memorable service at which the fellowship 
and catholic unity of our Christian bodies will be expressed. The 
United Nations face a common danger. All Christian bodies 
must prepare to unite in service for Christ and the World. We 
must be equal to the critical task of bringing Christian ideals and 
principles to bear in the rebuilding of our shattered world. 

We will need to combine our energies and work together 
in mutual trust and good will. It would be folly to assume that 
the Episcopal Church, or Methodist Church ,or Presbyterian 
Church, could, by itself, measure up to the task. We have not 
theories of our own to propagate. The World Peace must not 
be based on the theory or dogmatic system of any one Christian 
body. We must let in Light. We must try to see and reveal to 
others the essential issues of Christianity and to promote the 
application of the law of Christ. 

To this end, we, in Narberth, will hold this Union Service. 
The Rev. Stewart W. Herman, Jr. — having lived in Germany 
for five or six years — will give us his interpretation of the obliga- 
tion resting upon each individual Christian. He will tell us of 
the need of establishing the coming peace terms on a faith in a 
living God and His relation to every human life. .

Defense Council Warns 
Victory Gardeners 

Of Rat Menace 



As Victory Gardens are now well 
under way, this is the time to give 
some thought to the destructive 
rat. Unlike beetles and cutworms 
that can raise havoc in the garden, 
doing their work in the open, the 
rat works quietly and unseen in his 
usual underhand manner doing tre- 
mendous damage to the food supply 
of the country. Unfortunately the 
rat is given little attention by most 
people. The damage done by the 
individual rat seems negligible, but 
one has only to study the facts and 
figures which are a matter of rec- 
ord to see his enormous destruc- 
tive ability. 

It has been estimated that it 
costs approximately $2.00 a year to 
feed each. rat in the country. The 
damage to food which is uneaten 
but rendered unfit for consumption 
averages about $20.00 a year per 
rat, so that the total cost of main- 
taining the rat is 22.00 a year. A 
conservative estimate of the rat 
population in this country is about 
one rat for every two individuals, 
so it is very evident that this is a 
great problem, particularly at this 
time. 

Rats have increased in Lower 
Merion Township, particularly in 
certain sections, to such an extent 
that they now constitute a poten- 
tial menace to public health. To 
combat this menace, the Board of 
Health urges all citizens to exterm-

inate rats, and where possible to 
rat-proof buildings. In addition, 
the war effort will be hindered by 
the destruction of valuable food 
and stores if rates are allowed to 
exist. 

The rat challenges the Victory 
Gardeners. The individual tastes 
of these rodents is much like that 
of the humans. A change of diet 
is very acceptable to them and this 
desire very often brings them out 
to the open food sources. Their ap- 
petites are especially keen for ripe 
tomatoes, fruit of all kinds, and 
somewhat less for corn and root 
vegetables. Care shotUd be taken in 
the garden to keep tomatoes up 
from the ground, and to dispose of 
all fallen fruit and vegetables im- 
mediately. Keep the grounds clear 
of all debris, which is very attrac- 
tive to the rat for a place of refuge 
and breeding. Do not let piles of 
dead vegetation accumulate around 
the garden or on the premises 'with- 
out giving some thought for its dis- 
posal. It has been our experience 
in the past to find such piles of 
debris and other rubbish to give 
the rate the protection from the 
weather they need to establish their 
harbors. 

The Increased supply of food af- 
forded by gardens will definitely 
cause an increase in the number of 
rats. The question is, "Who shall 
benefit by your labors in the gar- 
den, yoou or the rat?"

July 31 Last Day 
for Car Inspections 

July 31 .is the deadline for the 
current State motor vehicle inspec- 
tion and motorists were warned to- 
day by Walter N. White, Wartime 
Motoring Bureau Manager, for the 
Automobile Club of Phlladelphla- 
AAA, of the very real danger of 
losing the use of one's car for sev- 
eral weeks, if inspections are not 
obtained well in advance of the 
deadline. 

"If you are one of the many 
Pennsylvania motorists starting 
July without having had your car 
given a thorough rechecklng and 
adjustment at an official inspection 
station, tho only sensible thing is 
to remedy the oversight at once," 
Mr. White said. "Even In the 
balmy days preceding Pearl Har- 
bor, a certain element of risk was 
involved .in putting the semi-an- 
nual inspection off until the Inevi- 
table last-minute rush placed long 
queues of automobiles In front of 
the more popular stations.

BUTTONS miracle 

Too many of us think that, when 
the war ends, somebody in Wash- 
ington is going: to push a button 
which will immediately convert our 
country from a wartime prosperity 
to a peacetime prosperity. We like 
to imagine that, when the button 
is pushed, tank assembly lines will 
suddenly start turning out shiny 
new automobiles, roast beef will 
appear in all the butcher shops of 
the land, our ration books can be 
000,000 men n the Army and Navy 
W.111 appear on their home door- 
steps in civvies and we gorge our- 
selves with luxuries of all kinds. 

We hear about the problems of 
post-war planning, but in general 
they bore us, for we have an in- 
finite faith in that Washington but- 
ton. We have seen our country 
converted, almost overnight, from 
making civilian products to turn- 
ing out the greatest supply of war 
equipment ever produced by any 
nation. Why can't Washington, 
with equal facility, shift us back 
again into a prosperous peacetime 
nation ? 

The answer is that Washington 
would like to try — but if we let 
Washington do it, Instead of doing 
it ourselves, we will end up with 
a peacetime dictatorship very sim- 
ilar to the ones we are now fight- 
ing to destroy. We must decide 
quickly whether we are going to 
have our lives run, after the war, 
by the Government or by the peo- 
ple | 
PLANS .... Washington 

There are some members of our 
Washington bureaucracy who 
would jump at the chance to make 
us all subservient to the Govern 
ment. They would like to have the 
Government tell us what we can 
own, how much money we can 
make, what business we should go 
in, and how much we should pay 
for everything we buy. They are 
the men who think our type of 
democracy is old-fashioned and 
want to substitute regimentation 
for independence. 

There uro other members of our 
Government who want to preserve 
,d£PaOcracy and free enterprise — 
who think our constitutional form 
of government is just as superior 
as it ever was — but even they real- 
ize that the Government will have 
to draw the blue prints for our 
lives after the war unless we do it 
ourselves. 

To do it ourselves, we must first 
get rid of the idea that there 1m 



going to be an over-all, national 
plan which will prevent a depres- 
sion, guard against unemployment 
and bring our economy back to 
normal. Any such over-all plan 
would have to be one controlled by 
the Government. 

Instead of waiting for some 
manic formula to evolve in Wash- 
ington, we must, instead — each 
one of us — figure out what we can 
do to bring our own businesses and 
our own lives back to normal.

The strength of our democracy 
lies in individual ingenuity. 

When our forefathers built this 
great country they didn't do it by 
forming a government and wait- 
ing around to have that, govern- 
ment toll them what to do next. 
Instead, each man worked out his 
own individual problem. Some de- 
cided to operate stores, others de- 
cided to be miners, others built 
roads and others took up farming. 

The pioneering spirit which led 
these men to strike out for them- 
selves and work out their prob- 
lems in their own individual ways 
is the type of spirit which we must 
depend upon after the war for put- 
ting our world together again. 

Instead of trying to figure out 
what the Government can do for 
us after the war, we should sit 
down and plan how we can work 
things out without asking the Gov- 
ernment for anything. If things 
look tough and the Government 
offers to help us out with loans or 
regulations we must refuse that 
assistance, pull in our belts and 
call on our own intelligence and 
ability to solve our own problems. 

Just as a child who gets every- 
thing he wants from his parents 
usually doesn't amount to much in 
the world, so will business decay 
if it goes to Uncle Sam for money, 
advice or protection. 

The post-war conferences which 
will really count will not bo the 
ones held in Washington but the 
ones held in the parlors of homes, 
in the back rooms of stores and in 
the Boards of Directors' oilices of 
our big industries.

Some of the more gloomy of the 
news analysts here fully expect 
many of our leading war agencies 
to fall to pieces. They think that 
the Office of Price Administration 
has become an office of such con- 
fusion and political battling that it 
will soon explode and that prices 
and distribution of food and mer- 
chandise will get entirely out of 
control. They predict the days are 
numbered for the Office of War In- 
formation and are encouraged in 
this viewpoint by the refusal of the 
house of representatives to provide 
funds for OWI's domestic opera- 
tions. And they say that the food 
agencies have so bungled the han- 
dling of farm problems that the 
people will demand drastic changes 
in the personnel and operations of 
theso agencies. 

Although Prentiss Brown, head 
of the OPA, expects to keep food 
prices from rising by the use of 
subsidies, the house of representa- 
tives showed Its strong antagonism 
to this plan when it voted, 160 to 
106, to discontinue the subsidy 
plan. This vote was in the nature 
of a revolt by the house, since the 
President had made it clear that he 
was all for the subsidy program. 
The President had said that even if 
subsidies cost S2, 000, 000,000, it 
would bo cheap compared with the 
cost of rising prices. 

However, the suggestion that bil- 
lions of federal funds he handed 
out to keep prices in line came at 
a bad time — for it followed imme- 
diately upon the heels of the pas- 
sage of pay-as-you-go taxation and 
the demand of the treasury for a 
large new tax bill. The public has 
made it clear to its congressmen 
that it will not tolerate higher taxes 
if it sees tax money being wasted. 
And every congressman knows that 
the only people who favor subsidies 
are those who get a share of them. 

The fact that it is going to re- 
quire 10,000 to 15,000 more em- 
ployees In the treasury to handle 
pay-as-you-go taxes also does not 
set well with the people when they 
are about to be asked for more tax 
money. Although a new tax bill 
will undoubtedly be put through 
before the end of the year, it seems 
likely here that congress will first 
insist on a lot of government eco- 
nomies before it will vote for any 
increase. 

The treasury still opposes forced 
savings although it is apt to re- 
verse its attitude on this If there 
is much of a drop in the voluntary 
sale of bonds when pay-as-you-go 
deductions from wages begin. The 
treasury hopes to sell at least $28,- 
000,000,000 more of bonds this year 
but fears that it may fail in reach- 
ing that goal if there is any let-up 
in tho regular purchases now being 
made by the majority of people.

After this war there will prob- 
ably be even more changes in out- 
way of living than there were after 
the last war, for with each suc- 
ceeding decade we seem to pro- 
gress more rapidly in the sciences 
and in mechanics. Maybe in a few 
million years we will grow smart 
enough to devise some method of 
preventing the wholesale murder 
called war. 

War Is a devastating destroyer, 

not only of material things, but- 
far more important — of that most 
vital element in our social sot-up — 
youth. But even war has some 
compensations — in that it hastens 
scientific and mechanical research 
and evolution. It has been said, 
for instance, that the tremendous 
advances made in the prevention 
of social diseases during our First 
World War have almost balanced 
the destructive effect upon human- 
ity occasioned by the terrible loss 
of life during that war. Spectac- 
ular steps were taken .in surgery, 
aviation, radio, manufacturing 
methods and unnumbered other 
lines. 

This war will create like ad- 
vances and, if anything, even more 
sensational. As an Instance — the 
tin can which has "suckled" our 
new generation since infancy, will 
in many cases be replaced by pa- 
per containers of frozen foods 
Fresh frozen delicacies from far 
off lands and unfamiliar climates 
will be purchased at the corner 
grocery shop just as we now buy 
a can of tomatoes from New York 
state or of pineapple from Cali- 
Cuniia. And these delicious foods 
will be just as fresh in the siew 
put in Po'iunk as they wore on the 
day they were picked in Shun or 
Palestine. 

S!:iy.s will be lilted with enor- 
mous sub-zero .space and will carry 
the freshly frozen meats, fruits and 
vegetables of one part of the earth 
to another. Every grocer will have 
glass cuverod, low temperature 
cases from which the marketer 
will select her groceries just as she 
now docs from bins and shelves 
and counters. 

Kvery mechanical refrigerator 
will bo equipped with a large com- 
partment which maintains a tem- 
perature of around zi ro, and when 
the frozen groceries or meats are 
delivered they will bo placed there- 
in until used. Separate low-lem- 
peraturc containers — which before 
the war wore so expensive— will be 
manufactured at prices which the 
majority of families can afford to 
pay. They will bo made in much 



Bmaller sizes also because every 
grocer will have "frozen storage" 
and it will not be necessary for the 
nearby family to carry more than 
a small supply. 

T.hiji'o are today about CB varie- 
ties of frozen foods. After, the war 
there will probably be several hun- 
dred and many of these will be 
cooked before they are frozen. 
Let us hope they are not also pre- 
mastJcated and pre-digested: there 
is still a certain amount of pleas- 
ure in those occupations. 

Great processing plants will 
doubtless spring up in rich orcliar I 
country and in districts adapted to 
the growing of tine vegetables; and 
perhaps near the great stockyards 
of Chicago and Fort Worth. Thus 
fresh picked fruits and vegetables 
and properly killed and hung 
moats will be processed on the spot 
and shipped in "sub-zero" trucks, 
airplanes, railroad cars and ships 
to the far corners of the earth. 
And there won't be any ration 
books; we can gorge ourselves to 
death.

V/HARLES B. DRISCOLL is head of a large newspaper syn- 
dicate and author of the widely read column, "New York Day by 
Day." He is urbane, witty and a wonderful storyteller. You'd never

"Kansas Irish" is Mr. Driscoll's story of 
his childhood on this farm.

His character is illustrated by his treatment of the two poverty 
stricken Ozarkians who attempted to steal his precious mainsail, which 
he kept to cover his wheat stacks. He cursed the Ozarkians, and he 
kicked them and he clouted them. But 
then he yelled at his wife: "Ellen, have 
you got a bite to eat for these hungry 
flops-ile-guys, I don't know."

■ Few officers in the Royal Air Force know 
more about sir and sea warfare than Air Mar- 
shal Sir William Lawrie Welsh, K. C. B., 
D. S. C, A. F. C, who has been appointed 
head of the RAF delegation in Washington, 
D. C. 

• He has borne much of the responsibility for 
the development of the RAF. Welsh's military 
career began in the Royal Naval Air service 
as a flight sub-lieutenant at the outbreak of 
World War I. In 1918 he left the navy and 
joined the Royal Flying Corps, later known 
as the Royal Air Force. 

• Since his appointment as commander of the 
British air forces in North Africa last Novem- 
ber, Marshal Welsh has had many contacts 
with United States forces. In this post he helped 
plan the triumphant Allied Tunisian victory. 

• He has served his government in Egypt, 
Palestine and Iraq, as well as North Africa. 
He was director of organization in the air 
ministry from 1934 to 1937, air member for 
supply and organization on the air council 
from 1937 to 1940, and air officer commanding 
the technical training command from 1940 
to 1941.

Speed Mail Service 
Postmaster Asks 
Residents to Help 

The new method of speeding up 
mail delivery by adding a branch 
post office number to the address 
on mail for delivery in large cities 
has attained a high degree of suc- 
cess, according to reports of post- 
masters in many large cities 
throughout the country. 

The new system speeds up the 
separation of mail for distribution 
to branch offices and permits much 
more rapid handling of mail by In- 
experienced postal clerks, thousands 
of whom have been employed to 
replace personnel who have gone 
into the armed forces and war in- 
dustries. 

Joseph L. Kelley, Narberth post- 
master, requosted this week that all 
residents of the borough inquire of 
their correspondents in the large 
cities concerning the number as- 
signed to the city residents' branch 
post office so that the mail may 
be expedited. The degree to which 



mail will be speeded depends, says 
Mr. Keley, upon the extent to which 
the numbers are used by mailers.
